GENERAL  INFORMATION 

OBJECTIVES 

It  is  the  objective  of  Brevard  College  to  develop  in  students  a  useful 
understanding  of  the  physical  world,  "with  due  appreciation  for  science,  tech- 
nology and  philosophy,  and  to  develop  a  worthy,  continuing  experience  of  the 
spiritual  realm,  with  an  active  devotion  to  religion  and  the  arts.  This  objective 
is>  based  upon  the  Methodist  tradition  in  higher  education. 

For  proper  orientation  to  the  physical  world,  the  college  offers  studies  in 
science  and  guidance  in  vocational  and  professional  preparation.  For  the  de- 
velopment of  spiritual  life,  the  college  offers  a  fine  range  of  liberal  arts  studies, 
including  art  and  music  as  well  as  religion,  literature  and  history.  Student 
activities,  cultural  and  recreational,  are  promoted  in  terms  of  their  potential  con- 
tribution  to   these   objectives. 


ADVANTAGES 

With  a  Christian  orientation,  Brevard  College  emphasizes  certain  advantages 
which  are  possible  in  a  junior  college  of  liberal  and  practical  arts. 

1.  A  solid  core  of  college  subjects  concentrated  at  the  two-year  level. 

2.  Additional  personal  work  with  students  —  beyond  that  available  in  a 
small  senior  college  —  made  possible  by  the  efficient  functioning  of 
instructors   in   a   two-year   limit   of   courses. 

3.  Subject  areas  giving  good  training  and  an  opportunity  for  transition  from 
high  school  to  the  larger  college  or  university. 

4.  Terminal  vocational  training  in  certain  areas  for  those  who  desire  it. 

5.  Two  years  of  college  study  and  cultural  opportunity  for  young  people 
who  may  wish  education  beyond  high  school  but  short  of  a  full  college 
course. 

6.  Early  experience  through  participation  in  a  variety  of  worthwhile  activi- 
ties often  reserved  for  juniors  and  seniors  in  a  four-year  college. 

a.  Leadership    offices    in    student    government    and    other   organizations. 

b.  Journalistic  experience  on  the  college  paper  or  the  staff  of  the  college 
annual. 

c.  Tours  with  glee  club,   choir,   or  instrumental  ensembles. 

d.  Varsity  letters  on  athletic  teams. 

e.  Dramatic  activity  —  in  production  or  acting  or  both. 

f.  Attainment    of    deserved    recognition    in    honor    societies    and    special 

awards. 

Students  need  not  delay  valuable  experiences  for  three  or  four  years.  With 
junior  college  experience  students  may  go  on  to  further  advanced  participation 
in  other  colleges. 
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HISTORY 
Brevard  College,  beautiful  in  campus  grounds,  and  contemporary  in  build- 
ings and  educational  philosophy,  honors  its  Methodist  sponsorship  and  its  early 
origin.  The  college  dates  from  1853  when  Rutherford  College  was  founded  by 
Robert  Laban  Abernethy,  a  Methodist  minister.  Initially  the  college  was  an 
academy  —  Owl  Hollow  School  —  and  through  progressive  stages  came  to  be 
a  seminary  and  a  four-year  college  until  its  union  with  Weaver  College  and 
Brevard  Institute  into  Brevard  College  at  the  site  of  Brevard  Institute. 

Weaver  College,  so  named  in  1912,  was  incorporated  in  1872  under  the 
presidency  of  James  A.  Regan,  and  became  a  Methodist  college  officially  in 
1883.  Brevard  Institute  was  founded  in  1895  by  Reverend  and  Mrs.  Fitch  Taylor 
as  a  pioneering  venture  among  mountain  young   people. 

Brevard  College  thus  numbers  among  its  alumni  many  honored  persons  who 
attended  the  three  institutions  which  are  now  a  part  of  her.  These  paragraphs 
note  only  major  official  steps  in  an  exciting  educational  saga. 

The  college  has  had  five  presidents  since  the  merger: 

Dr.  Eugene  Jarvis  Coltrane  (1934-1950) 
Reverend  George  Brinkmann  Ehlhardt  (1950-1951) 
Jesse  Joel  Stevenson,  Jr.,  Acting  President  (1951-1952) 
Reverend  Robert  Henry  Stamey  (1952-1957) 
Reverend  Emmett  Kennedy  McLarty,  Jr.  (1957-     ). 

TESTING  AND  GUIDANCE 
Brevard  College  stresses  the  personal  relationship  and  this  is  important 
in  guidance  and  counseling  whether  in  academic  and  professional  matters  or  in 
personal  and  religious  problems  and  aspirations.  The  orientation  program  in- 
cludes testing  designed  to  evaluate  academic  potentialities,  professional  inclina- 
tions and  aptitudes  and  individual  needs  of  students.  A  counseling  committee 
consists  of  members  of  the  faculty  whose  combination  of  aptness  and  training 
have  prepared  them  for  personal  counseling.  This  committee  meets  regularly 
to  guide  the  work  of  the  entire  faculty  in  counseling  and  to  consider  special 
problems    of    individual    students. 

STUDENT  HEALTH 

Brevard  College  requires  that  entering  students  present  a  physician's  report 
certifying  freedom  from  communicable  diseases  and  noting  any  necessary  restric- 
tions to  be  placed  upon  physical  activity.  The  college  expects  entering  students 
to  have,  in  addition  to  the  usual  vaccinations  given  during  public  school  years, 
immunization  against  poliomyelitis  and  influenza.  Brevard  College  observes 
precautions  regarding  health  and  physical  welfare  in  all  areas  of  college  life, 
and  provides  infirmary  services  for  casual  illness  or  for  convalescence. 

Health  and  accident  insurance  is  made  available  by  the  college  at  a 
reasonable  cost  and  is  required  of  all  students  not  already  adequately  covered 
by  family  policies.  A  booklet  describing  cost  and  details  of  coverage  is  furnished 
each    student   accepted   for   admission. 

In  emergency  cases  requiring  special  medical  attention  or  surgery  the  Dean 
of  Students   serves  in  loco  parentis. 

ATHLETICS  AND  RECREATION 
Brevard    College    provides    theoretical    and   practical   courses    in    health    and 
physical  education  and  arranges  a  fine  program  of  varsity  and  intramural  sports. 
The   intercollegiate  program   stresses  basketball,  baseball,  track,   golf  and  tennis 
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in  accordance  with  the  Western  Carolina  Junior  College  Athletic  Conference  and 
the  National  Junior  College  Athletic  Association,  of  which  the  College  is  a 
member.  Intramural  sports  and  physical  education  classes  include  basketball, 
softball,  archery,  bowling,  skating,  field  hockey,  and  a  variety  of  other  activities. 
The  Mountaineers  Club  sponsors  hikes,  picnics  and  tours  through  the  mountains 
of   the   area. 

STUDENT  ORGANIZATIONS 

Student  Government.  By  enrolling  in  the  college  each  student  becomes  a 
member  of  the  Student  Government  Association  of  Brevard  College,  entitled  to 
the  privileges  and  bound  by  the  responsibilities  of  the  constitution,  by-laws,  and 
stated  standards.  The  Student  Handbook,  the  official  publication  of  the  Student 
Government  Association,  is  sent  each  student  prior  to  arrival. 

Special  Organizations.  The  college  encourages  its  students  to  form  groups 
for  the  development  of  special  interests,  subject,  like  the  Student  Government 
Association,    to    the    following   stipulations: 

1.  Administrative  approval  of  a  written  constitution  and  statement  of  nature 
and    purpose. 

2.  Supervision  of  business  affairs  by  the  business  manager  of  the  college, 
whose  office  serves  as  repository  for  funds. 

3.  Advisory  guidance  by  a  member  of  the  faculty  designated  by  the  admin- 
istration. 

Existing  organizations  reflect  student  interest  in  religion,  scholarship,  language, 
commerce,  government,  fine  arts,   athletics,  science,  nature,  and  social  activities.

THE  GENERAL  FEE 

The  "general  fee"  secures  for  each  student,  without  additional  cost,  (1)  a 
subscription  to  the  student  paper,  (2)  lyceum  tickets,  (3)  admission  to  athletic 
games,  (4)  participation  in  various  group  functions — literary,  social,  religious,  and 
intramural,    and    (5)    the    college    annual. 

TERMS 

No  deduction  is  made  in  any  department  for  late  entrance  to  classes  except 
private  music  lessons.  Every  student,  by  act  of  registration,  creates  a  liability 
for  that  payment  period.  A  parent  or  guardian,  by  entering  a  student,  accepts 
the  terms  and  regulations  outlined  in  the  catalog  as  final  and  binding  upon 
him. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  register  or  to  attend  classes  or  to  begin 
private  music  lessons  until  all  financial  affairs  have  been  arranged  with  the 
business    office. 

When  a  student  has  been  granted  financial  assistance,  that  sum  is  not 
applicable  to  the  payment  at  registration,  but  is  credited  at  the  time  of  the 
second  payment.  Students  receiving  aid  through  work  will  receive  credit  as 
earned  at  the  rate  of  50c  per  hour,  and  therefore  the  amount  of  aid  granted 
is  not  applicable  to  their  first  payment  at  registration. 

Brevard's  operation  is  based  upon  payment  of  fees  at  the  time  stated. 
When  a  patron  finds  it  necessary  to  request  deferred  payment,  special  arrange- 
ments must  be  made  in  advance  of  the  due  date. 

Should  a  student  find  it  necessary  to  leave  college  before  the  end  of  a 
semester,  he  must  notify  the  dean,  the  business  manager  and  the  librarian 
before  honorable  dismissal  is  granted,  or  transcripts  of  his  records  will  not  be 
furnished. 

REFUNDS 

If  a  student  withdraws  he  is  responsible  for  payment  of  fees  up  to  but  not 
beyond   the  given  payment  period.

This  fee  applies 
on  total  expenses  and  is  not  refundable. 

Transcript  and  reference  forms  will  be  sent  the  applicant  from  the  Office  of 
the  Director  of  Admissions  with  directions  for  their  disposition. 

A  room  reservation  fee  of  $50.00  is  due  immediately  upon  notification  of 
acceptance  for  enrollment.    This  fee   is  non-refundable. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

Admission  to  Brevard  College  is  dependent  upon  ability,  character,  prepara- 
tion and  purpose  of  the  applicant.  Character  and  purpose  are  established  by 
reference  forms  (mentioned  above)  and  sometimes  by  interviews.  Regular  students 
are  required  to  enroll  in  courses  leading  to  graduation  and  to  plan  schedule 
accordingly. 

Ability  is  established  through  the  following  procedure: 

I.  Regular  Students 

1.  By  transcript  showing  graduation  from  an  accredited  high  school  with  an 
average  grade  of  C,  where  the  passing  grade  is  D,  or  an  average  grade  of 
B,  where  the  passing  grade  is  C. 

2.  By  examination  administered  by  the  college  for  graduates  of  non-accredited 
high    schools. 

3.  By  General  Educational  Development  Test  for  veterans  or  in  other  special 
cases. 

II.  Special  Students 

1.  Students  who  are  twenty-one  years  of  age  or  older  and  who  are  residents 
of  the  immediate  area  may  be  admitted  by  examination  to  certain  courses  for 
credit,  without  taking  a  full  load  of  work. 

2.  Students  with  special  needs  who  are  residents  of  the  immediate  area  may  be 
permitted  to  enroll  in  classes  with  credits  earned  being  recorded  but  not 
transferred. 

3.  Students  may  be  admitted  without  college  credit  to  courses  in  applied  music 
and  art  and  vocational  subjects  upon  recommendation  of  the  dean  of  the 
college. 

III.  Admission  to  Advanced  Standing 

Credits  earned  at  accredited  colleges  will  be  evaluated  and  recorded  on 
transfer  students'  records.  Credit  toward  graduation  from  Brevard  College  will 
be  allowed  for  work  done  in  courses  similar  to  those  offered  at  Brevard  College 
provided  the  grade  received  is  at  least  a  C  where  the  passing  grade  is  D.  (See 
also  Requirements  for  Graduation,  Section  IV  on  Transfer  Students.) 

WHAT  TO  BRING 
Dormitory  rooms  are  furnished  with  single  beds,  dresser,  chairs,  tables,  and 
Venetian  blinds.  Each  student  should  provide  towels,  sheets,  pillow,  pillow 
cases,  blankets,  bedspread,  study  lamp,  drinking  glass  and  similar  items  for 
personal  use.  No  provision  is  made  for  the  display  of  pictures  or  art  on  walls, 
and  suitable  folders  and  frames  not  requiring  hanging  should  be  provided  for 
these.

The  normal  student  load  is  eighteen  or  nineteen  semester  hours  of  work. 
Only  special  students  may  take  less  than  thirteen  semester  hours  of  work. 
Veterans  must  take  a  minimum  of  14  semester  hours  (or  a  minimum  of  12 
semester  hours  plus  three  hours  of  work  on  a  non-credit  basis)  to  qualify  for 
subsistence    allotments. 

There  will  be  a  charge  of  six  dollars  for  each  semester  hour  in  excess  of 
nineteen    hours. 

First  semester  freshmen  are  limited  to  the  normal  load  unless  a  combination 
of  high  school  record  and  placement  test  scores  warrant  permission  to  take  addi- 
tional   work. 

A  student's  load  may  be  reduced  if  he  or  she  is  employed  more  than 
twelve  hours  a  week  either  in  the  campus  work  program  or  in  gainful  employ- 
ment elsewhere.  A  student's  load  may  also  be  reduced  if  the  student's  academic 
record  indicates  such  a  reduction,  maintenance  of  an  average  grade  of  C  being 
the  usual  standard  for  a   normal  load. 

Academic   Probation 

Students  who  fail  to  pass  nine  semester  hours  with  nine  quality  points  are 
placed  on  academic  probation  at  the  end  of  the  grading  period  in  which  this 
status  is  indicated.  Unless  the  minimum  standard  is  attained  by  the  end  of  the 
succeeding  grading  period  the  student  may  be  dropped  from  the  college.  This 
regulation  may  be  waived  only  by  a  vote  of  the  Committee  on  Academic  Stand- 
ards  and   Curriculum   in   the   light   of   extenuating   circumstances.

In  order  to  receive  a  diploma  from  Brevard  College,  a  transfer  student  must 
be  in  attendance  for  one  year  and  must  complete  a  minimum  of  twenty-five 
semester  hours  with  an  average  grade  of  C,  and  must  meet  all  other  requirements 
for  graduation. 

V.    Summer  School  Work 

Students  may  enroll  elsewhere  for  summer  study  and  transfer  credits  to 
Brevard  College  provided  the  scope  of  a  course  in  question  is  similar  to  the 
scope  of  a  course  at  Brevard  College,  the  total  credits  so  earned  do  not  exceed 
ten  hours  of  credit,  and  provided  arrangements  for  such  study  are  approved  by 
the  dean  of  the  college  prior  to  registration  for  the  summer  study.  Normally 
permission  will  not  be  granted  for  enrollment  in  courses  available  to  the  student 
in  a  regular  program  at  Brevard  College. 

VI.    Graduation  Attendance

Music  Board  Examinations  are  given  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  semester 
and  at  the  end  of  each  semester  to  ascertain  the  progress  of  individual  students 
taking  applied  music  courses.  This  board,  composed  of  members  of  the  music 
faculty,  may  grant  or  withhold  credit  but  has  no  authority  over  the  grade 
awarded  for  a  course.

GENERAL  INFORMATION 

OBJECTIVES 

It  is  ihe  objective  of  Brevard  College  to  develop  in  students  a  useful 
understanding  of  the  physical  world,  with  due  appreciation  for  science,  tech- 
nology and  philosophy,  and  to  develop  a  worthy,  continuing  experience  of  the 
spiritual  realm,  with  an  active  devotion  to  religion  and  the  arts.  This  objective 
is  based  upon  the  Methodist  tradition  in  higher  education. 

For  proper  orientation  to  the  physical  world,  the  college  offers  studies  in 
science  and  guidance  in  vocational  and  professional  preparation.  For  the  de- 
velopment of  spiritual  life,  the  college  offers  a  fine  range  of  liberal  arts  studies, 
including  art  and  music  as  well  as  religion,  literature  and  history.  Student 
activities,  cultural  and  recreational,  are  promoted  in  terms  of  their  potential  con- 
tribution to  these  objectives. 


ADVANTAGES 

With  a  Christian  orientation,  Brevard  College  emphasizes  certain  advantages 
which  are  possible  in  a  junior  college  of  liberal  and  practical  arts. 

1.  A  solid  core  of  college  subjects  concentrated  at  the  two-year  level. 

2.  Additional  personal  work  with  students  —  beyond  that  available  in  a 
small  senior  college  —  made  possible  by  the  efficient  functioning  of 
instructors   in   a   two-year  limit   of  courses. 

3.  Subject  areas  giving  good  training  and  an  opportunity  for  transition  from 
high  school  to  the  larger  college  or  university. 

4.  Terminal  vocational  training  in  certain  areas  for  those  who  desire  it. 

5.  Two  years  of  college  study  and  cultural  opportunity  for  young  people 
who  may  wish  education  beyond  high  school  but  short  of  a  full  college 
course. 

6.  Early  experience  through  participation  in  a  variety  of  worthwhile  activi- 
ties often  reserved  for  juniors  and  seniors  in  a  four-year  college. 

a.  Leadership   offices    in   student   government   and   other   organizations. 

b.  Journalistic  experience  on  the  college  paper  or  the  staff  of  the  college 
annual. 

c.  Tours  with  glee  club,  choir,  or  instrumental  ensembles. 

d.  Varsity  letters  on  athletic  teams. 

e.  Dramatic  activity  —  in  production  or  acting  or  both. 

f.  Attainment    of    deserved    recognition    in    honor    societies    and    special 

awards. 

Students  need  not  delay  valuable  experiences  for  three  or  four  years.  With 
junior  college  experience  students  may  go  on  to  further  advanced  participation 
in  other  colleges.

HISTORY 
Brevard  College,  beautiful  in  campus  grounds,  and  contemporary  in  build- 
ings and  educational  philosophy,  honors  its  Methodist  sponsorship  and  its  early 
origin.  The  college  dates  from  1853  when  Rutherford  College  was  founded  by 
Robert  Laban  Abernethy,  a  Methodist  minister.  Initially  the  college  was  an 
academy  —  Owl  Hollow  School  —  and  through  progressive  stages  came  to  be 
a  seminary  and  a  four-year  college  until  its  union  with  Weaver  College  and 
Brevard  Institute  into  Brevard  College  at  the  site  of  Brevard  Institute. 

Weaver  College,  so  named  in  1912,  was  incorporated  in  1872  under  the 
presidency  of  James  A.  Regan,  and  became  a  Methodist  college  officially  in 
1883.  Brevard  Institute  was  founded  in  1895  by  Reverend  and  Mrs.  Fitch  Taylor 
as  a  pioneering  venture  among  mountain  young  people. 

Brevard  College  thus  numbers  among  its  alumni  many  honored  persons  who 
attended  the  three  institutions  which  are  now  a  part  of  her.  These  paragraphs 
note  only  major  official  steps  in  an  exciting  educational  saga. 

The  college  has  had  five  presidents  since  the  merger:

Reverend  George  Brinkmann  Ehlhardt  (1950-1951)

Dr.  Emmett  Kennedy  McLarty,   Jr.   (1957-  ). 

TESTING  AND  GUIDANCE 
Brevard  College  stresses  the  personal  relationship  and  this  is  important 
in  guidance  and  counseling  whether  in  academic  and  professional  matters  or  in 
personal  and  religious  problems  and  aspirations.  The  orientation  program  in- 
cludes testing  designed  to  evaluate  academic  potentialities,  professional  inclina- 
tions and  aptitudes  and  individual  needs  of  students.  A  counseling  committee 
consists  of  members  of  the  faculty  whose  combination  of  aptness  and  training 
have  prepared  them  for  personal  counseling.  This  committee  meets  regularly 
to  guide  the  work  of  the  entire  faculty  in  counseling  and  to  consider  special 
problems    of    individual    students. 

STUDENT  HEALTH 

Brevard  College  requires  that  entering  students  present  a  physician's  report 
certifying  freedom  from  communicable  diseases  and  noting  any  necessary  restric- 
tions to  be  placed  upon  physical  activity.  The  college  expects  entering  students 
to  have,  in  addition  to  the  usual  vaccinations  given  during  public  school  years, 
immunization  against  poliomyelitis  and  influenza.  Brevard  College  observes 
precautions  regarding  health  and  physical  welfare  in  all  areas  of  college  life, 
and  provides  infirmary  services  for  casual  illness  or  for  convalescence. 

Health  and  accident  insurance  is  made  available  by  the  college  at  a 
reasonable  cost  and  is  required  of  all  students  not  already  adequately  covered 
by  family  policies.  A  booklet  describing  cost  and  details  of  coverage  is  furnished 
each   student   accepted   for  admission. 

In  emergency  cases  requiring  special  medical  attention  or  surgery  the  Dean 
of  Students  serves  in  loco  parentis. 

ATHLETICS  AND  RECREATION 
Brevard    College    provides    theoretical    and   practical   courses    in   health    and 
physical  education  and  arranges  a  fine  program  of  varsity  and  intramural  sports. 
The  intercollegiate  program  stresses  basketball,  baseball,  track,   golf  and  tennis 
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in  accordance  with  the  Western  Carolina  Junior  College  Athletic  Conference  and 
the  National  Junior  College  Athletic  Association,  of  which  the  College  is  a 
member.  Intramural  sports  and  physical  education  classes  include  basketball, 
Softball,  archery,  bowling,  skating,  field  hockey,  and  a  variety  of  other  activities. 
The  Mountaineers  Club  sponsors  hikes,  picnics  and  tours  through  the  mountains 
of  the  area. 

STUDENT  ORGANIZATIONS 

Student  Government.  By  enrolling  in  the  college  each  student  becomes  a 
member  of  the  Student  Government  Association  of  Brevard  College,  entitled  to 
the  privileges  and  bound  by  the  responsibilities  of  the  constitution,  by-laws,  and 
stated  standards.  The  Student  Handbook,  the  official  publication  of  the  Student 
Government  Association,  is  sent  each  student  prior  to  arrival. 

Special  Organizations.  The  college  encourages  its  students  to  form  groups 
for  the  development  of  special  interests,  subject,  like  the  Student  Government 
Association,    to    the    following    stipulations: 

1.  Administrative  approval  of  a  written  constitution  and  statement  of  nature 
and    purpose. 

2.  Supervision  of  business  affairs  by  the  business  manager  of  the  college, 
whose  office  serves  as  repository  for  funds. 

3.  Advisory  guidance  by  a  member  of  the  faculty  designated  by  the  admin- 
istration. 

Existing  organizations  reflect  student  interest  in  religion,  scholarship,  language, 
commerce,  government,  fine  arts,  athletics,  science,  nature,  and  social  activities.

EXPLANATION   OF  STUDENT  ACTIVITIES  FEE 
THE  GENERAL  FEE 

The  "general  fee"  secures  for  each  student,  without  additional  cost,  (1)  a 
subscription  to  the  student  paper,  (2)  lyceum  tickets,  (3)  admission  to  athletic 
games,  (4)  participation  in  various  group  functions — literary,  social,  religious,  and 
intramural,    and    (5)    the    college    annual. 

TERMS 

No  deduction  is  made  in  any  department  for  late  entrance  to  classes  except 
private  music  lessons.  Every  student,  by  act  of  registration,  creates  a  liability 
for  that  payment  period.  A  parent  or  guardian,  by  entering  a  student,  accepts 
the  terms  and  regulations  outlined  in  the  catalog  as  final  and  binding  upon 
him. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  register  or  to  attend  classes  or  to  begin 
private  music  lessons  until  all  financial  affairs  have  been  arranged  with  the 
business   office. 

When  a  student  has  been  granted  financial  assistance,  that  sum  is  not 
applicable  to  the  payment  at  registration,  but  is  credited  at  the  time  of  the 
second  payment.  Students  receiving  aid  through  work  will  receive  credit  as 
earned  at  the  rate  of  50c  per  hour,  and  therefore  the  amount  of  aid  granted 
is  not  applicable  to  their  first  payment  at  registration. 

Brevard's  operation  is  based  upon  payment  of  fees  at  the  time  stated. 
When  a  patron  finds  it  necessary  to  request  deferred  payment,  special  arrange- 
ments must  be  made  in  advance  of  the  due  date. 

Should  a  student  find  it  necessary  to  leave  college  before  the  end  of  a 
semester,  he  must  notify  the  dean,  the  business  manager  and  the  librarian 
before  honorable  dismissal  is  granted,  or  transcripts  of  his  records  will  not  be 
furnished.

Enclose  a  pre-registration  fee  of  $15.00  with  the  application.  This  fee  applies 
on  total  expenses  and  is  not  refundable. 

Transcript  and  reference  forms  will  be  sent  the  applicant  from  the  Office  of 
the  Director  of  Admissions  with  directions  for  their  disposition. 

A  room  reservation  fee  of  $50.00  is  due  immediately  upon  notification  of 
acceptance  for  enrollment.    This  fee  is  non-refundable. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

Admission  to  Brevard  College  is  dependent  upon  ability,  character,  prepara- 
tion and  purpose  of  the  applicant.  Character  and  purpose  are  established  by 
reference  forms  (mentioned  above)  and  sometimes  by  interviews.  Regular  students 
are  required  to  enroll  in  courses  leading  to  graduation  and  to  plan  schedule 
accordingly. 

Ability  is  established  through  the  following  procedure: 

I.  Regular  Students 

1.  By  transcript  showing  graduation  from  an  accredited  high  school  with  an 
average  grade  of  C,  where  the  passing  grade  is  D,  or  an  average  grade  of 
B,  where  the  passing  grade  is  C. 

2.  By  examination  administered  by  the  college  for  graduates  of  non-accredited 
high    schools. 

3.  By  General  Educational  Development  Test  for  veterans  or  in  other  special 
cases. 

II.  Special  Students 

1.  Students  who  are  twenty-one  years  of  age  or  older  and  who  are  residents 
of  the  immediate  area  may  be  admitted  by  examination  to  certain  courses  for 
credit,  without  taking  a  full  load  of  work. 

2.  Students  with  special  needs  who  are  residents  of  the  immediate  area  may  be 
permitted  to  enroll  in  classes  with  credits  earned  being  recorded  but  not 
transferred. 

3.  Students  may  be  admitted  without  college  credit  to  courses  in  applied  music 
and  art  and  vocational  subjects  upon  recommendation  of  the  dean  of  the 
college. 

III.  Admission  to  Advanced  Standing 

Credits  earned  at  accredited  colleges  will  be  evaluated  and  recorded  on 
transfer  students'  records.  Credit  toward  graduation  from  Brevard  College  will 
be  allowed  for  work  done  in  courses  similar  to  those  offered  at  Brevard  College 
provided  the  grade  received  is  at  least  a  C  where  the  passing  grade  is  D.  (See 
also  Requirements  for  Graduation,  Section  IV  on  Transfer  Students.) 

WHAT  TO  BRING 
Dormitory  rooms  are  furnished  with  single  beds,  dresser,  chairs,  tables,  and 
Venetian  blinds.  Each  student  should  provide  towels,  sheets,  pillow,  pillow 
cases,  blankets,  bedspread,  study  lamp,  drinking  glass  and  similar  items  for 
personal  use.  No  provision  is  made  for  the  display  of  pictures  or  art  on  walls, 
and  suitable  folders  and  frames  not  requiring  hanging  should  be  provided  for 
these.

The  normal  student  load  is  eighteen  or  nineteen  semester  hours  of  work. 
Only  special  students  may  take  less  than  thirteen  semester  hours  of  work. 
Veterans  must  take  a  minimum  of  14  semester  hours  (or  a  minimum  of  12 
semester  hours  plus  three  hours  of  work  on  a  non-credit  basis)  to  qualify  for 
subsistence    allotments. 

There  will  be  a  charge  of  six  dollars  for  each  semester  hour  in  excess  of 
nineteen    hours. 

First  semester  freshmen  are  limited  to  the  normal  load  unless  a  combination 
of  high  school  record  and  placement  test  scores  warrant  permission  to  take  addi- 
tional  work. 

A  student's  load  may  be  reduced  if  he  or  she  is  employed  more  than 
twelve  hours  a  week  either  in  the  campus  work  program  or  in  gainful  employ- 
ment elsewhere.  A  student's  load  may  also  be  reduced  if  the  student's  academic 
record  indicates  such  a  reduction,  maintenance  of  an  average  grade  of  C  being 
the  usual  standard  for  a   normal  load. 

Academic  Probation 

Students  who  fail  to  pass  nine  semester  hours  with  nine  quality  points  are 
placed  on  academic  probation  at  the  end  of  the  grading  period  in  which  this 
status  is  indicated.  Unless  the  minimum  standard  is  attained  by  the  end  of  the 
succeeding  grading  period  the  student  may  be  dropped  from  the  college.  This 
regulation  may  be  waived  only  by  a  vote  of  the  Committee  on  Academic  Stand- 
ards and  Curriculum  in  the  light  of  extenuating  circumstances.

IV.    Transfer   Students 

In  order  to  receive  a  diploma  from  Brevard  College,  a  transfer  student  must 
be  in  attendance  for  one  year  and  must  complete  a  minimum  of  twenty-five 
semester  hours  with  an  average  grade  of  C,  and  must  meet  all  other  requirements 
for  graduation. 

V.    Summer  School  Work 

Students  may  enroll  elsewhere  for  summer  study  and  transfer  credits  to 
Brevard  College  provided  the  scope  of  a  course  in  question  is  similar  to  the 
scope  of  a  course  at  Brevard  College,  the  total  credits  so  earned  do  not  exceed 
ten  hours  of  credit,  and  provided  arrangements  for  such  study  are  approved  by 
the  dean  of  the  college  prior  to  registration  for  the  summer  study.  Normally 
permission  will  not  be  granted  for  enrollment  in  courses  available  to  the  student 
in  a  regular  program  at  Brevard  College.

Applied  music  courses  are  offered  in  one-half  hour  lessons  of  private  instruc- 
tion with  credit  granted  at  the  rate  of  one  semester  hour  per  lesson  for  fifteen 
weeks  of  instruction,  with  five  hours  of  practice  required  for  each  lesson. 

Music  majors  are  expected  to  take  two  hours  credit  per  semester  in  a 
major  applied  music  subject  and  one  hour  credit  in  a  minor  applied  music  subject. 

Music  Board  Examinations  are  given  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  semester 
and  at  the  end  of  each  semester  to  ascertain  the  progress  of  individual  students 
taking  applied  music  courses.  This  board,  composed  of  members  of  the  music 
faculty,  may  grant  or  withhold  credit  but  has  no  authority  over  the  grade 
awarded  for  a  course.

It  is  concerned  with  moral 
and  spiritual  values  and  nourishes  a  climate  in  whicl^ 
the  student  should  awaken  to  a  clear  sense  of  his  social 
responsibility. 


BREVARD  COLLEGE 


Its  Program 


The  Brevard  College  academic  program  is  primarily  for 
students  who  plan  to  complete  four  years  of  college  or 
university  study.  With  over  eighty-five  per  cent  of  our 
graduates  in  the  university  parallel  courses  transferring 
to  four  year  colleges  or  universities  each  year,  our  basic 
curriculum  is  composed  of  courses  which  are  required 
for  transfer  credit.  This  is  in  keeping  with  our  concept 
that  the  best  pre-professional  training  consists  of  a 
thorough  grounding  in  the  basic  knowledge  on  which 
the  professions  depend  for  their  development. 
The  only  curriculum  our  program  provides  for  two- 
year  terminal  students  is  in  Secretarial  Science  and 
Church  Secretarial  Work,  for  about  twenty  per  cent 
of  our  graduates  who  receive  the  Junior  College  Diploma 
in  this  area.  In  contrast,  among  the  690  two-year  colleges 
in  the  country,  many  so-called  "community  colleges" 
offer  more  terminal  courses  and  adjust  their  programs  to 
meet  the  needs  of  their  immediate  communities  by  in- 
cluding "special"  and  "adult  education"  courses. 
The  Brevard  College  program  includes  more  than  class- 
room instruction.  What  takes  place  through  individual 
study  in  the  dormitory,  library  or  laboratory,  and  through 
membership  in  an  educational  tradition  creates  lasting 
impressions  and  influences  that  are  vastly  important  but 
often  unrecognized.  Also,  since  education  involves  the 
entire  personality,  extra-curricular  activities  can  have 
their  impact  in  mind  and  character  development.  We 
encourage  participation  in  a  variety  of  worthwhile 
activities,  often  reserved  for  juniors  and  seniors  in  four- 
year  colleges.  Through  this  early  experience,  Brevard 
College  students  can  develop  leadership  qualities  and  a 
sense  of  responsibility  that  make  them  more  valuable 
citizens  when  they  transfer  to  a  four-year  college  campus. 


Its  Advantages 


With  a  Christian  orientation,  Brevard  College  empha 
sizes  certain  advantages  which  are  possible  in  a  junior 
college  of  liberal  and  practical  arts. 

1.  A  solid  core  of  college  subjects  concentrated  at 
the  two-year  level. 

2.  Additional  personal  work  with  students— beyond 
that  available  in  a  small  senior  college  —  made, 
possible  by  the  efficient  functioning  of  instructors 
in  a  two-year  limit  of  courses. 

3.  Subject  areas  giving  good  training  and  an  oppor- 
tunity for  transition  from  high  school  to  the 
larger  college  or  university. 

4.  Terminal  vocational  training  in  certain  areas  for 
those  who  desire  it. 

5.  Two  years  of  college  study  and  cultural  oppor-f 
tunity  for  young  people  who  may  wish  education 
beyond  high  school  but  short  of  a  full  college  | 
course. 

6.  Early  experience  through  participation  in  a  varie-j 
ty  of  worthwhile  activities  often  reserved  fori 
juniors  and  seniors  in  a  four-year  college. 

a.  Leadership  offices  in  student  government  and1 

other  organizations. 

b.  Journalistic  experience   on  the   college  paper 
or  the  staff  of  the  college  annual. 

c.  Tours  with   glee  club,  choir,   or  instrumental 
ensembles. 

d.  Varsity  letters  on  athletic  teams. 

e.  Dramatic  activity— in  production  or  acting  oil 
both. 

f.  Attainment  of  deserved  recognition  in  honor 
societies  and  special  awards. 

Students  need  not  delay  valuable  experiences  for  three 
or  four  years.  With  junior  college  experience  students 
may  go  on  to  further  advanced  participation  in  other 
colleges. 


The  College  Community 
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GOVERNMENT 


By  enrolling  in  the  college  each  student  becomes  a 
member  of  the  Student  Government  Association,  entitled 
to  the  privileges  and  bound  by  the  responsibilities  of  the 
constitution,  by-laws,  and  stated  standards.  The  Student 
Handbook,  the  official  publication  of  the  Association,  is 
sent  each  student  prior  to  arrival. 

The  Student  Council,  which  consists  of  ten  students  and 
three  faculty  members,  represents  the  Student  Govern- 
ment Association  and  has  full  judicial  power  to  enforce 
the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Association.  All 
student  organizations  are  responsible  to  the  Student 
Council. 


STANDARDS  OF  CONDUCT 


Brevard  College  expects  all  students  to  assume  personal 
responsibility  in  all  areas  of  college  life,  and  in  the 
maintenance  of  standards  of  behavior.  Students  must 
display,  in  attitude  and  conduct,  willingness  to  accept 
and  cooperate  with  the  college  in  observing  established 
policies.  Drinking,  gambling,  cheating  and  immoral  con- 
duct are  forbidden.  Honesty,  both  in  academic  matters 
and  personal  life,  must  prevail  and  any  deviation  is 
subject  to  action  by  the  Student  Council  and  officers  of 
the  college.

Brevard  College  requires  that  entering  students  presenl 
a  physician's  report  certifying  freedom  from  communi- 
cable diseases  and  noting  any  necessary  restrictions  tc 
be  placed  upon  physical  activity.  The  college  expects 
entering  students  to  have,  in  addition  to  the  usual  vac- 
cinations giving  during  public  school  years,  immuniza- 
tion against  poliomyelitis  and  influenza.  Brevard  College 
observes  precautions  regarding  health  and  physica 
welfare  in  all  areas  of  college  life,  and  provides  infirmary 
services  for  casual  illness  or  for  convalescence. 
Health  and  accident  insurance  is  made  available  by  the 
college  at  a  reasonable  cost  and  is  required  of  all  stu 
dents  not  adequately  covered  by  family  policies.  J 
booklet  describing  cost  and  details  of  coverage  is  firm 
ished  each  student  accepted  for  admission. 
In  emergency  cases  requiring  special  medical  attentioi 
or  surgery  the  Dean  serves  in  loco  parentis. 


Testing  and  Guidance 

Brevard  College  believes  the  basic  concern  of  educatioi 
must  be  with  the  individual  and  emphasizes  the  pei 
sonal  relationship  by  giving  attention  to  the  needs  am 
progress  of  individual  students.  Each  student  is  assigne 
to  a  faculty  member  who  serves  as  an  advisor  in  academi 
and  personal  areas.  With  a  professionally  trained  an 
experienced  Guidance  Counselor,  a  faculty  counselin 
committee  continually  evaluates  the  college  program 
testing  and  guidance,  and  offers  in-service  training  fa 
faculty  members  in  this  work.

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THE  PHYSICAL  PLANT 


Buildings 

The  college  is  currently  in  the  midst  of  an  expansion 
program  which,  when  completed  in  1964,  will  mean 
double  the  academic  accommodations. 
At  present,  the  campus  includes  three  dormitories,  new 
science  building,  classroom  building,  student  center 
(which  contains  administrative  offices,  auditorium,  cafe- 
teria, college  store,  post  office,  faculty  and  student 
lounges),  recreation  building,  and  faculty  apartment 
building.  There  are  also  twelve  faculty  and  staff  houses. 
The  future  expansion  is  already  evident  in  the  new 
science  building.  Construction  on  the  new  baseball  dia- 
mond, track  and  tennis  courts  has  been  completed,  and 
by  spring  of  1962  the  new  physical  education  building, 
containing  a  swimming  pool  and  facilities  for  all  indoor 
sports,  will  be  in  use. 

A  new  administration  building  and  the  renovation  of 
the  campus  center  building  into  a  music  and  fine  arts 
building  are  scheduled  to  be  completed  in  1962.  Two 
new  dormitories  and  a  new  library  will  carry  the  ex- 
pansion into  1964. 
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History 

Brevard  College,  beautiful  in  campus  grounds  and  coi 
temporary  in  buildings  and  educational  philosophy,  hoi 
ors  its  Methodist  sponsorship  and  its  early  origin.  Th 
college  dates  from  1853  when  Rutherford  College  w« 
founded  by  Robert  Laban  Abernethy,  a  Methodist  mil 
ister.  Initially  the  college  was  an  academy  —  Owl  Ho 
low  School  —  and  through  progressive  stages  came 
be  a  seminary  and  a  four-year  college  until  its  unid 
with  Weaver  College  and  Brevard  Institute  into  Brevar 
College  at  the  site  of  Brevard  Institute. 
Weaver  College,  so  named  in  1912,  was  incorporated  i 
1872  under  the  presidency  of  James  A.  Regan,  and  be 
came  a  Methodist  college  officially  in  1883.  Brevard  Ir 
stitute  was  founded  in  1895  by  Reverend  and  Mrs.  Fitc 
Taylor  as  a  pioneering  venture  among  mountain  youm 
people. 

Brevard  College  thus  numbers  among  its  alumni  man 
honored  persons  who  attended  the  three  institutior 
which  are  now  a  part  of  her.  These  paragraphs  note  onl 
major  official  steps  in  an  exciting  educational  saga 


Location 

Brevard  College  is  located  in  the  beautiful  Blue  Ridge 
Mountains  of  Western  North  Carolina,  33  miles  south- 
west of  Asheville,  18  miles  from  the  Asheville  airport, 
and  47  miles  from  Greenville,  S.  C.  In  the  Brevard 
community  are  two  prominent  industries:  duPont  (Sili- 
con), and  Olin  (fine  paper  and  film).  Brevard  is  the 
home  of  Radio  Station  WPNF  and  the  nationally  famous 
Brevard  Music  Center.  The  Pisgah  National  Forest  is 
within  sight  of  the  college. 


Admissions  Procedure

Enclose  a  pre-registration  fee  of  $15.00  with  the  application.  This 
fee  applies  on  total  expenses  and  is  not  refundable. 

Transcript  and  reference  forms  will  be  sent  the  applicant  from  the 
Office  of  the  Director  of  Admissions  with  directions  for  their  disposition. 

A  room  reservation  fee  of  $60.00  is  due  immediately  upon  notifica- 
tion of  acceptance  for  enrollment.  This  fee  is  non- refundable. 

EQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

Admission  to  Brevard  College  is  dependent  upon  ability,  character, 
preparation  and  purpose  of  the  applicant.  Character  and  purpose  are 
established  by  reference  forms  (mentioned  above)  and  sometimes  by  in- 
terviews. Regular  students  are  required  to  enroll  in  courses  leading  to 
graduation  and  to  plan  schedule  accordingly. 

Ability  is  established  through  the  following  procedure: 

I.  Regular  Students 

1.  By  transcript  showing  graduation  from  an  accredited  high  school  with 
an  average  grade  of  C,  where  the  passing  grade  is  D,  or  an  average 
grade  of  B,  where  the  passing  grade  is  C,  and  a  recent  scholastic 
aptitude  test  (College  Board  preferred). 

2.  By  examination  administered  by  the  college  for  graduates  of  non- 
accredited  high  schools. 

3.  By  General  Educational  Development  Test  for  veterans  or  in  other 
special  cases. 

II.  Special  Students 

1.  Students  who  are  twenty-one  years  of  age  or  older  and  who  are  resi- 
dents of  the  immediate  area  may  be  admitted  by  examination  to  cer- 
tain courses  for  credit,  without  taking  a  full  load  of  work. 

2.  Students  with  special  needs  who  are  residents  of  the  immediate  area 
may  be  permitted  to  enroll  in  classes  with  credits  earned  being  re- 
corded but  not  transferred. 

3.  Students  may  be  admitted  without  college  credit  to  courses  in  ap- 
plied music  and  art  and  vocational  subjects  upon  recommendation  of 
the  dean  of  the  college. 
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III.  Admission  To  Advanced  Standing 


Credits  earned  at  accredited  colleges  will  be  evaluated  and  record- 
ed on  transfer  students'  records.  Credit  toward  graduation  from  Brevard 
College  will  be  allowed  for  work  done  in  courses  similar  to  those  offered 
at  Brevard  College  provided  the  grade  received  is  at  least  a  C  where 
the  passing  grade  is  D.  (See  also  Requirements  for  Graduation,  Section 
IV  on  Transfer  Students.) 


WHAT  TO  BRING 


Dormitory  rooms  are  furnished  with  single  beds,  dresser,  chairs, 
tables,  and  Venetian  blinds.  Each  student  should  provide  towels,  sheets, 
pillow,  pillow  cases,  blankets,  bedspreads,  study  lamp,  drinking  glass 
and  similar  items  for  personal  use.  No  provision  is  made  for  the  display 
of  pictures  or  art  on  walls,  and  suitable  folders  and  frames  not  requir- 
ing hanging  should  be  provided  for  these.

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  register  or  attend  classes  or  to  begin 
private  music  lessons  until  all  financial  affairs  have  been  arranged  with 
the  business  office. 
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WHEN  A  STUDENT  HAS  BEEN  GRANTED  FINANCIAL  AS' 
SISTANCE,  THAT  SUM  IS  NOT  APPLICABLE  TO  THE  PAYMENT 
AT  REGISTRATION,  BUT  IS  CREDITED  AT  THE  TIME  OF  THE 
SECOND  PAYMENT.  Students  receiving  aid  through  work  will  receive 
credit  as  earned  at  the  rate  of  75c  per  hour  and  therefore  the  amount 
of  aid  granted  is  not  applicable  to  their  first  payment  at  registration. 

Brevard's  operation  is  based  upon  payment  of  fees  at  the  time  stated. 
When  a  patron  finds  it  necessary  to  request  deferred  payment,  special 
arrangements  must  be  made  in  advance  of  the  due  date. 

Should  a  student  find  it  necessary  to  leave  college  before  the  end 
of  a  semester,  he  must  notify  the  dean,  the  business  manager  and  the 
librarian  before  honorable  dismissal  is  granted,  or  transcripts  of  his 
records  will  not  be  furnished.

UDENT  LOAD 

The  normal  student  load  is  18  or  19  semester  hours  of  work.  Only 
special  students  may  take  less  than  12  semester  hours  of  work.  Veterans 
must  take  a  minimum  of  14  semester  hours  ( or  a  minimum  of  12  semester 
hours  plus  3  hours  of  work  on  a  non-credit  basis)  to  qualify  for  sub- 
sistence allotments. 

There  will  be  a  charge  of  eight  dollars  for  each  semester  hour  in 
excess  of  19  hours. 

First  semester  freshmen  are  limited  to  the  normal  load  unless  a 
combination  of  high  school  record  and  placement  test  scores  warrant 
permission  to  take  additional  work. 

A  student's  load  may  be  reduced  if  he  or  she  is  employed  more 
than  twelve  hours  a  week  either  in  the  campus  work  program  or  in  gain- 
ful employment  elsewhere.  A  student's  load  may  also  be  reduced  if  the 
student's  academic  record  indicates  such  a  reduction,  maintenance  of 
an  average  grade  of  C  being  the  usual  standard  for  a  normal  load. 

CADEMIC  PROBATION 

Students  who  fail  to  pass  nine  semester  hours  with  nine  quality 
points  are  placed  on  academic  probation  at  the  end  of  the  grading 
period  in  which  this  status  is  indicated.  Unless  the  minimum  standard 
is  attained  by  the  end  of  the  succeeding  grading  period  the  student  may 
be  dropped  from  the  college.  This  regulation  may  be  waived  only  by  a 
vote  of  the  Committee  on  Academic  Standards  and  Curriculum  in  the 
light  of  extenuating  circumstances.

Its  Promise 


Brevard  College  is  a  two-year  college  where  first  em- 
phasis is  on  intellectual  discipline.  It  exists  to  provide 
the  qualified  student  a  guided  transition  from  high 
school  to  college  work.  The  quality  of  the  faculty  and 
student  body,  the  soundness  of  the  curriculum,  the 
stimulus  of  the  campus  activities,  the  physical  setting, 
and  the  library  facilities  constitute  intellectual  resources 
of  highest  excellence  at  Brevard  College.  Here  the  stu- 
dent who  develops  a  strong  and  persistent  desire  to 
achieve  excellence  in  himself  may  begin  an  adventure 
of  far  reaching  consequence  in  self-discovery.  Two  years 
well  spent  at  Brevard  College  can  help  a  student  mature, 
enabling  him  to  handle  effectively  the  job  of  continuing 
his  studies  in  a  four  year  college  that  he  might  otherwise 
find  difficult.

BREVARD  COLLEGE 


Its  Program 


The  Brevard  College  academic  program  is  primarily  for 
students  who  plan  to  complete  four  years  of  college  or 
university  study.  With  over  eighty-five  per  cent  of  our 
graduates  in  the  university  parallel  courses  transferring 
to  four  year  colleges  or  universities  each  year,  our  basic 
curriculum  is  composed  of  courses  which  are  required 
for  transfer  credit.  This  is  in  keeping  with  our  concept 
that  the  best  pre-professional  training  consists  of  a 
thorough  grounding  in  the  basic  knowledge  on  which 
the  professions  depend  for  their  development. 

The  only  curriculum  our  program  provides  for  two- 
year  terminal  students  is  in  Secretarial  Science  and 
Church  Secretarial  Work,  for  about  twenty  per  cent 
of  our  graduates  who  receive  the  Junior  College  Diploma 
in  this  area.  In  contrast,  among  the  690  two-year  colleges 
in  the  country,  many  so-called  "community  colleges" 
offer  more  terminal  courses  and  adjust  their  programs  to 
meet  the  needs  of  their  immediate  communities  by  in- 
cluding "special"  and  "adult  education"  courses. 

The  Brevard  College  program  includes  more  than  class- 
room instruction.  What  takes  place  through  individual 
study  in  the  dormitory,  library  or  laboratory,  and  through 
membership  in  an  educational  tradition  creates  lasting 
impressions  and  influences  that  are  vastly  important  but 
often  unrecognized.  Also,  since  education  involves  the 
entire  personality,  extra-curricular  activities  can  have 
their  impact  in  mind  and  character  development.  We 
encourage  participation  in  a  variety  of  worthwhile 
activities,  often  reserved  for  juniors  and  seniors  in  four- 
year  colleges.  Through  this  early  experience,  Brevard 
College  students  can  develop  leadership  qualities  and  a 
sense  of  responsibility  that  make  them  more  valuable 
citizens  when  they  transfer  to  a  four-year  college  campus. 


Its  Advantages 


With  a  Christian  orientation,  Brevard  College  empha 
sizes  certain  advantages  which  are  possible  in  a  junior 
college  of  liberal  and  practical  arts. 

1.  A  solid  core  of  college  subjects  concentrated  at 
the  two-year  level. 

2.  Additional  personal  work  with  students— beyond 
that  available  in  a  small  senior  college  —  made 
possible  by  the  efficient  functioning  of  instructors 
in  a  two-year  limit  of  courses. 

3.  Subject  areas  giving  good  training  and  an  oppor- 
tunity for  transition  from  high  school  to  the 
larger  college  or  university. 

4.  Terminal  vocational  training  in  certain  areas  for 
those  who  desire  it. 

5.  Two  years  of  college  study  and  cultural  oppor- 
tunity for  young  people  who  may  wish  education 
beyond  high  school  but  short  of  a  full  college 
course. 

6.  Early  experience  through  participation  in  a  varie- 
ty of  worthwhile  activities  often  reserved  for 
juniors  and  seniors  in  a  four-year  college. 

a.  Leadership  offices  in  student  government  and 

other  organizations. 

b.  Journalistic  experience   on   the   college  paper 
or  the  staff  of  the  college  annual. 

c.  Tours  with  glee  club,  choir,   or  instrumental 
ensembles. 

d.  Varsity  letters  on  athletic  teams. 

e.  Dramatic  activity— in  production  or  acting  or 
both. 

f.  Attainment  of  deserved  recognition  in  honor 
societies  and  special  awards. 

Students  need  not  delay  valuable  experiences  for  three 
or  four  years.  With  junior  college  experience  students 
may  go  on  to  further  advanced  participation  in  other 
colleges. 


The  College  Community 


GOVERNMENT 


By  enrolling  in  the  college  each  student  becomes  a 
member  of  the  Student  Government  Association,  entitled 
to  the  privileges  and  bound  by  the  responsibilities  of  the 
constitution,  by-laws,  and  stated  standards.  The  Student 
Handbook,  the  official  publication  of  the  Association,  is 
sent  each  student  prior  to  arrival. 

The  Student  Council,  which  consists  of  ten  students  and 
three  faculty  members,  represents  the  Student  Govern- 
ment Association  and  has  full  judicial  power  to  enforce 
the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Association.  All 
student  organizations  are  responsible  to  the  Student 
Council. 


STANDARDS  OF  CONDUCT 


Brevard  College  expects  all  students  to  assume  personal 
responsibility  in  all  areas  of  college  life,  and  in  the 
maintenance  of  standards  of  behavior.  Students  must 
display,  in  attitude  and  conduct,  willingness  to  accept 
and  cooperate  with  the  college  in  observing  established 
policies.  Drinking,  gambling,  cheating  and  immoral  con- 
duct are  forbidden.  Honesty,  both  in  academic  matters 
and  personal  life,  must  prevail  and  any  deviation  is 
subject  to  action  by  the  Student  Council  and  officers  of 
the  college. 


COMMUNITY  REGULATIONS 


The  Use  of  Automobiles 

The  owning  or  operating  of  a  car  is  restricted.  No  fresh- 
man boarding  student  will  be  given  a  permit  to  keep  a 
car  during  his  first  semester.  Details  regarding  regula- 
tions are  to  be  found  in  the  Student  Handbook. 

Chapel,  Assembly,  Lyceum  Programs 

Attendance  is  required  of  all  students  because  these  pro- 
grams contribute  so  much  to  the  educational  experience. 

Student  Responsibility 

Students  are  responsible  for  the  care  of  their  rooms.  Loss 
due  to  damage  done  to  rooms,  furniture,  or  college  prop- 
erty will  be  assessed  against  the  student  or  students 
responsible.  Any  student  who  changes  room,  moves,  or 
exchanges  furniture  without  the  permission  of  dormi- 
tory supervisors  will  be  subject  a  fee  of  $5.00  and 
disciplinary  action.

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Student  Health 

Brevard  College  requires  that  entering  students  present 
a  physician's  report  certifying  freedom  from  communi- 
cable diseases  and  noting  any  necessary  restrictions  to 
be  placed  upon  physical  activity.  (Students  receive  the 
form  for  making  this  report  during  the  summer  at  the 
time  room  assignments  are  made. )  The  college  expects 
entering  students  to  have,  in  addition  to  the  usual  vac- 
cinations given  during  public  school  years,  immuniza- 
tion against  poliomyelitis  and  influenza.  Brevard  College 
observes  precautions  regarding  health  and  physical  wel- 
fare in  all  areas  of  college  life,  and  provides  infirmary 
services  for  casual  illness  or  for  convalescence. 
Health  and  accident  insurance  is  made  available  by  the 
college  at  a  reasonable  cost  and  is  required  of  all  stu- 
dents not  adequately  covered  by  family  policies.  A 
booklet  describing  cost  and  details  of  coverage  is  furn- 
ished each  student  accepted  for  admission. 
In  emergencv  cases  requiring  special  medical  attention 
or  surgery  the  Dean  serves  in  loco  parentis. 


Testing  and  Guidance 

Brevard  College  believes  the  basic  concern  of  education 
must  be  with  the  individual  and  emphasizes  the  per- 
sonal relationship  by  giving  attention  to  the  needs  and 
progress  of  individual  students.  Each  student  is  assigned 
to  a  faculty  member  who  serves  as  an  advisor  in  academic 
and  personal  areas.  With  a  professionally  trained  and 
experienced  Guidance  Counselor,  a  faculty  counseling 
committee  continually  evaluates  the  college  program  of 
testing  and  guidance,  and  offers  in-service  training  for 
faculty   members    in   this    work. 
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THE  PHYSICAL  PLANT 


Buildings 

The  classroom  building,  library  and  science  building  are 
at  the  center  of  college  life.  The  classroom  building 
houses  humanities  and  art,  the  business  department,  a 
Rheem-Califone  language  laboratory,  and  faculty  offices. 
The  library  pictured  below  well  exceeds  accrediting 
standards  in  excellence  of  staff  and  the  variety  of  books 
and  periodicals  it  makes  available  to  faculty  and  stu- 
dents. The  science  building,  newly  constructed  and  ex- 
cellent in  its  equipment,  contains  faculty  offices  and 
growth  space. 

Three  dormitories— two  new  and  one  modernized— house 
four  hundred  resident  students,  equally  dividing  space 
for  men  and  women. 

A  new,  spacious,  well-equipped  gymnasium,  and  an 
Olympic-size  swimming  pool  provide  an  exceptional 
variety  of  physical  education  and  sports  activities.  A 
new  baseball  diamond,  and  all-weather  tennis  courts 
and  track  present  a  field  unsurpassed  in  the  southeast 
in  quality. 

An  infirmary,  staffed  by  registered  nurses,  a  temporary 
music  building  to  be  replaced  by  a  permanent  building 
at  an  early  date— and  an  apartment  and  eleven  resi- 
dences for  members  of  the  faculty  and  administration, 
and  "the  Barn"— used  for  instrumental  ensemble  prac- 
tices and  maintenance— are  also  units  of  the  college  plant.

Brevard  College,  beautiful  in  campus  grounds  and  con-

Fitch  Taylor  as  a  pioneering  venture  among  mountaj 
young  people.

Location 

Brevard  College  is  located  in  the  beautiful  Blue  Ridge 
Mountains  of  Western  North  Carolina,  33  miles  south- 
west of  Asheville,  18  miles  from  the  Asheville  airport, 
and  47  miles  from  Greenville,  S.  C.  In  the  Brevard 
community  are  two  prominent  industries:  duPont  (Sili- 
con), and  Olin  (fine  paper  and  film).  Brevard  is  the 
home  of  Radio  Station  WPNF  and  the  nationally  famous 
Brevard  Music  Center.  The  Pisgah  National  Forest  is 
within  sight  of  the  college. 


Admissions  Procedure

Enclose  a  pre-registration  fee  of  $15.00  with  the  application.  This 
fee  applies  on  total  expenses  and  is  not  refundable. 

Transcript  and  reference  forms  will  be  sent  the  applicant  from  the 
Office  of  the  Director  of  Admissions  with  directions  for  their  disposition. 

A  room  reservation  fee  of  $60.00  is  due  immediately  upon  notifica- 
tion of  acceptance  for  enrollment.  This  fee  is  non-refundable. 

EQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

Admission  to  Brevard  College  is  dependent  upon  ability,  character, 
preparation  and  purpose  of  the  applicant.  Character  and  purpose  are 
established  by  reference  forms  (mentioned  above)  and  sometimes  by  in- 
terviews. Regular  students  are  required  to  enroll  in  courses  leading  to 
graduation  and  to  plan  schedule  accordingly. 

Ability  is  established  through  the  following  procedure: 

I.  Regular  Students 

1.  By  transcript  showing  graduation  from  an  accredited  high  school  with 
an  average  grade  of  C  in  college  preparatory  subjects  where  the 
passing  grade  is  D,  or  an  average  grade  of  B,  where  the  passing  grade 
is  C,  and  satisfactory  scores  on  the  SAT  of  the  College  Entrance 
Examination  Board. 

2.  By  examination  administered  by  the  college  for  graduates  of  non- 
accredited  high  schools. 

3.  By  General  Educational  Development  Test  for  veterans  or  in  other 
special  cases. 

II.  Special  Students 

1.  Students  who  are  twenty-one  years  of  age  or  older  and  who  are  resi- 
dents of  the  immediate  area  may  be  admitted  by  examination  to  cer- 
tain courses  for  credit,  without  taking  a  full  load  of  work. 

2.  Students  with  special  needs  who  are  residents  of  the  immediate  area 
may  be  permitted  to  enroll  in  classes  with  credits  earned  being  re- 
corded but  not  transferred. 

3.  Students  may  be  admitted  without  college  credit  to  courses  in  ap- 
plied music  and  art  and  vocational  subjects  upon  recommendation  of 
the  dean  of  the  college. 
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III.  Admission  To  Advanced  Standing 


Credits  earned  at  accredited  colleges  will  be  evaluated  and  record- 
ed on  transfer  students'  records.  Credit  toward  graduation  from  Brevard 
College  will  be  allowed  for  work  done  in  courses  similar  to  those  offered 
at  Brevard  College  provided  the  grade  received  is  at  least  a  C  where 
the  passing  grade  is  D.  (See  also  Requirements  for  Graduation,  Section 
IV  on  Transfer  Students.)

2.  Applicants  must  present  acceptable  scores  on  the  College  Entrance  Examination 
Scholastic  Aptitude  Test,  and  a  satisfactory  high  school  scholastic  record. 

3.  Assistance  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  should  the  student  fail  to  maintain  a 
good  scholastic  record  or  to  show  satisfactory  cooperation  with  the  best  interest 
of  the  college  community  or  should  he  be  placed  under  college  discipline.  Since 
scholarship  holders  are  students  of  outstanding  citizenship,  they  may  be  asked 
to  perform  certain  courtesy  services  as  representatives  of  the  College,  acting 
upon  occasion  as  ushers,  guides,  college  hosts  or  hostesses. 

4.  Renewal  of  all  scholarships  is  subject  to  review  by  the  committee  and  is  de- 
pendent on  continued  need,  good  conduct,  satisfactory  grades  and  availability 
of  funds.

STUDENT  LOAD 

The  normal  student  load  is  18  or  19  semester  hours  of  work.  Only 
special  students  may  take  less  than  12  semester  hours  of  work.  Veterans 
must  take  a  minimum  of  14  semester  hours  ( or  a  minimum  of  12  semester 
hours  plus  3  hours  of  work  on  a  non-credit  basis)  to  qualify  for  sub- 
sistence allotments. 

There  will  be  a  charge  of  eight  dollars  for  each  semester  hour  in 
excess  of  19  hours. 

First  semester  freshmen  are  limited  to  the  normal  load  unless  a 
combination  of  high  school  record  and  placement  test  scores  warrant 
permission  to  take  additional  work. 

A  student's  load  may  be  reduced  if  he  or  she  is  employed  more 
than  twelve  hours  a  week  either  in  the  campus  work  program  or  in  gain- 
ful employment  elsewhere.  A  student's  load  may  also  be  reduced  if  the 
student's  academic  record  indicates  such  a  reduction,  maintenance  of 
an  average  grade  of  C  being  the  usual  standard  for  a  normal  load. 

ACADEMIC  PROBATION 

Students  who  fail  to  pass  nine  semester  hours  with  nine  quality 
points  are  placed  on  academic  probation  at  the  end  of  the  grading 
period  in  which  this  status  is  indicated.  Unless  the  minimum  standard 
is  attained  by  the  end  of  the  succeeding  grading  period  the  student  may 
be  dropped  from  the  college.  This  regulation  may  be  waived  only  by  a 
vote  of  the  Committee  on  Academic  Standards  and  Curriculum  in  the 
light  of  extenuating  circumstances.

PPLIED  MUSIC  COURSES 

Applied  music  courses  are  offered  in  one-half  hour  lessons  of  pri- 
vate instruction  with  credit  granted  at  the  rate  of  one  semester  hour  per 
lesson  for  fifteen  weeks  of  instruction,  with  five  hours  of  practice  re- 
quired for  each  lesson. 

Music  majors  are  expected  to  take  two  hours  credit  per  semester 
in  a  major  applied  music  subject  and  one  hour  credit  in  a  minor  applied 
music  subject. 

Music  Board  Examinations  are  given  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall 
semester  and  at  the  end  of  each  semester  to  ascertain  the  progress  of 
individual  students  taking  applied  music  courses.  This  board,  composed 
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of  members  of  the  music  faculty,  may  grant  or  withhold  credit  but  has 
no  authority  over  the  grade  awarded  for  a  course.

PURPOSE 


With  first  emphasis  on  intellectual  discipline,  Brevard 
College  exists  for  the  purpose  of  providing  a  two-year 
academic  program  primarily  designed  and  administered 
for  the  qualified  student  who  would  benefit  by  a  guided 
transition  from  high  school  work  into  college  work 
enabling  him  to  continue  his  studies  in  a  four-year  col- 
lege more  effectively.  Committed  to  Christian  concepts, 
it  is  dedicated  to  a  way  of  life  that  instills  within  the  stu- 
dent, beginning  the  adventure  of  self-discovery— intel- 
lectually, culturally  and  spiritually— a  greater  desire  to 
become  a  more  responsible  and  creative  member  of 
society. 

PROGRAM 

The  Brevard  College  academic  program  is  principally 
for  students  who  plan  to  complete  four  years  of  college 
or  university  study.  With  eighty-five  per  cent  of  our 
graduates  in  the  university  parallel  courses  transferring 
to  four-year  colleges  or  universities  each  year,  our  basic 
curriculum  is  composed  of  courses  which  are  required 
for  transfer  credit.  This  is  in  keeping  with  our  concept 
that  the  best  pre-professional  training  consists  of  a 
thorough  grounding  in  the  basic  knowledge  on  which 
the  professions  depend  for  their  development. 

The  only  curriculum  our  program  provides  for  two-year 
terminal  students  is  in  Secretarial  Science  and  Business 
Administration. 


Testing  and  Guidance 

Brevard  College  believes  the  basic  concern  of  education 
must  be  with  the  individual  and  emphasizes  the  per- 
sonal relationship  by  giving  attention  to  the  needs  and 
progress  of  individual  students.  Each  student  is  assigned 
to  a  faculty  member  who  serves  as  an  advisor  in  academic 
and  personal  areas.  With  a  professionally  trained  and 
experienced  Guidance  Counselor,  a  faculty  counseling 
committee  continually  evaluates  the  college  program  of 
testing  and  guidance,  and  offers  in-service  training  for 
faculty   members    in   this    work. 


Advantages 


With  a  Christian  orientation,  Brevard  College  empha- 
sizes certain  advantages  which  are  possible  in  a  two- 
year  college  of  liberal  arts. 

1.  A  solid  core  of  college  subjects  concentrated  at 
the  two-year  level. 

2.  Additional  personal  work  with  students— beyond 
that  available  in  a  small  senior  college  —  made 
possible  by  the  efficient  functioning  of  instructors 
in  a  two-year  limit  of  courses. 

3.  Terminal  vocational  training  in  certain  areas  for 
those  who  desire  it. 

4.  Two  years  of  college  study  and  cultural  oppor- 
tunity for  young  people  who  may  wish  education 
beyond  high  school  but  short  of  a  full  college 
course. 

5.  Early  experience  through  participation  in  a  varie- 
ty of  worthwhile  activities  often  reserved  for 
juniors  and  seniors  in  a  four-year  college. 

a.  Leadership  offices  in  student  government  and 
other  organizations. 

b.  Journalistic  experience  on  the   college   paper 
or  the  staff  of  the  college  annual.

The  Physical  Plant 


Education  of  quality  cannot  be  achieved  without  supe- 
rior facilities.  Brevard  College  is  currently  in  the  midst  of 
an  expansion  program    which,    when    completed,    will 
mean  double  the  academic  accommodations. 
The  classroom  building,   library,   new   science  building 
and  new  gymnasium-natatorium  are  at  the  center  of  col- 
lege life.  The  classroom  building  houses  humanities  and 
art,  the  business    department,    a    Rheem-Califone    lan- 
guage laboratory,  and  faculty  offices. 
The  library  well  exceeds  accrediting  standards  in  excel- 
lence of  staff  and  the  variety  of  books  and  periodicals  it 
makes  available  to  faculty  and  students. 
The  new  science  building,  excellent  in  its  equipment, 
contains  faculty  offices  and  growth  space. 
A  new,    spacious,    well-equipped    gymnasium,    and    an 
Olympic-size    swimming    pool    provide    an    exceptional 
variety  of  physical  education  and  sports  activities.  A  new 
baseball  diamond,   and  all-weather  tennis    courts    and 
track  present  a  field  unsurpassed  in    the    southeast    in 
quality. 

The  campus  center  building  contains  the  administrative 
offices,  auditorium,  cafeteria,  college  store,  post  office, 
faculty  and  student  lounges. 

An  infirmary,  an  apartment  and  eleven  residences  for 
members  of  the  faculty  and  administration,  and  the 
"Barn"  —  used  for  instrumental  ensemble  practices  and 
maintenance  —  are  also  units  of  the  college  plant. 
The  science  hall  is  the  first  building  of  a  quadrangle 
that  will  include  a  new  administration  and  classroom 
building.  With  the  erection  of  a  new  library,  the  present 
one  will  be  renovated  to  become  the  student  center.  The 
campus  center  building  will  be  renovated  to  house  the 
music  department.  The  last  phase  of  the  expansion  pro- 
gram will  include  construction  of  two  new  dormitories. 


History 

Brevard  College,  beautiful  in  campus  grounds  and  con- 
temporary in  buildings  and  educational  philosophy, 
honors  its  Methodist  sponsorship  and  its  early  origin. 
The  college  dates  from  1853  when  Rutherford  College 
was  founded  by  Robert  Laban  Abernethy,  a  Methodist 
minister.  Initially  the  college  was  an  academy— Owl 
Hollow  School— and  through  progressive  stages  came  to 
be  a  seminary  and  a  four-year  college  until  the  union 
with  Weaver  College  into  Brevard  College  at  the  site  of 
Brevard  Institute. 

Weaver  College,  so  named  in  1912,  was  incorporated  in 
1872  under  the  presidency  of  James  A.  Regan,  and  be- 
came a  Methodist  college  officially  in  1883.  Brevard 
Institute  was  founded  in  1895  by  Reverend  and  Mtf 
Fitch  Taylor  as  a  pioneering  venture  among  mountain 
young  people. 

Brevard  College  thus  numbers  among  its  alumni  many 
honored  persons  who  attended  the  three  institutions 
which  are  now  a  part  of  her.  These  paragraphs  note  only 
major  official  steps  in  an  exciting  educational  saga. 


Location 

Brevard  College  is  located  in  the  beautiful  Blue  Ridge 
Mountains  of  Western  North  Carolina,  33  miles  south- 
west of  Asheville,  18  miles  from  the  Asheville  airport, 
and  47  miles  from  Greenville,  S.  C.  In  the  Brevard 
community  are  two  prominent  industries:  duPont  (x-ray 
film),  and  Olin  (fine  paper  and  film).  Brevard  is  the 
home  of  Radio  Station  WPNF  and  the  nationally  famous 
Brevard  Music  Center.  The  Pisgah  National  Forest  is 
within  sight  of  the  college. 
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GOVERNMENT 


By  enrolling  in  the  college  each  student  becomes  a 
member  of  the  Student  Government  Association,  entitled 
to  the  privileges  and  bound  by  the  responsibilities  of  the 
constitution,  by-laws,  and  stated  standards.  The  Student 
Handbook,  the  official  publication  of  the  Association,  is 
sent  each  student  prior  to  arrival. 

The  Student  Council,  which  consists  of  ten  students  and 
three  faculty  members,  represents  the  Student  Govern- 
ment Association  and  has  full  judicial  power  to  enforce 
the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Association.  All 
student  organizations  are  responsible  to  the  Student 
Council. 


STANDARDS  OF  CONDUCT 


Brevard  College  expects  all  students  to  assume  personal 
responsibility  in  all  areas  of  college  life,  and  in  the 
maintenance  of  standards  of  behavior.  Students  must 
display,  in  attitude  and  conduct,  willingness  to  accept 
and  cooperate  with  the  college  in  observing  established 
policies.  Drinking,  gambling,  cheating  and  immoral  con- 
duct are  forbidden.  Honesty,  both  in  academic  matters 
and  personal  life,  must  prevail  and  any  deviation  is 
subject  to  action  by  the  Student  Council  and  officers  of 
the  college. 


COMMUNITY  REGULATIONS 


The  Use  of  Automobiles 

The  owning  or  operating  of  a  car  is  restricted.  No  fresh- 
man boarding  student  will  be  given  a  permit  to  keep  a 
car  during  his  first  semester.  Details  regarding  regula- 
tions are  to  be  found  in  the  Student  Handbook. 

Chapel,  Assembly,  Lyceum  Programs 

Attendance  is  required  of  all  students  because  these  pro- 
grams contribute  so  much  to  the  educational  experience. 

Student  Responsibility 

Students  are  responsible  for  the  care  of  their  rooms.  Loss 
due  to  damage  done  to  rooms,  furniture,  or  college  prop- 
erty will  be  assessed  against  the  student  or  students 
responsible.  Any  student  who  changes  room,  moves,  or 
exchanges  furniture  without  the  permission  of  dormi- 
tory supervisors  will  be  subject  a  fee  of  $5.00  and 
disciplinary  action. 


Student  Health 


Brevard  College  requires  that  entering  students  present 
a  physician's  report  certifying  freedom  from  communi- 
cable diseases  and  noting  any  necessary  restrictions  to 
be  placed  upon  physical  activity.  (Students  receive  the 
form  for  making  this  report  during  the  summer  at  the 
time  room  assignments  are  made.)  The  college  expects 
entering  students  to  have,  in  addition  to  the  usual  vac- 
cinations given  during  public  school  years,  immuniza- 
tion against  poliomyelitis  and  influenza.  Brevard  College 
observes  precautions  regarding  health  and  physical  wel- 
fare in  all  areas  of  college  life,  and  provides  infirmary 
services  for  casual  illness  or  for  convalescence. 
Health  and  accident  insurance  is  made  available  bv  the 
college  at  a  reasonable  cost  and  is  required  of  all  stu- 
dents. A  booklet  describing  cost  and  details  of  coverage 
is  furnished  each  student  accepted  for  admission. 

In  emergency  cases  requiring  special  medical  attention 
or  surgery  the  Dean  serves  in  loco  parentis. 
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RELIGIOUS  LIFE 


Places  of  Worship 

Students  are  encouraged  to  attend  churches  of  their  own 
choice.  The  churches  of  Brevard  extend  a  cordial  invi- 
tation to  attend  their  Church  schools,  youth  groups 
and  worship  services. 

Convocations 

Speakers  for  convocations  include  able  leaders  from 
all  denominations. 

Fellowship  Groups 

Fellowship  groups  seek  not  to  proselytize,  but  to 
develop  comradeship  among  students  of  a  given  denomi- 
nation, and  to  deepen  loyalty  to  denomination.  These 
groups  offer  assistance  in  the  development  of  lay  and 
professional  leadership  for  their  respective  denomina- 
tions. The  major  active  denominational  groups  on  the 
campus  are:  The  Methodist  Student  Fellowship,  The 
Baptist  Student  Union,  The  Canterbury  Club,  and 
Westminster  Fellowship. 


CULTURAL  LIFE 


Throughout  the  school  year  a  number  of  programs  and 
events  offer  special  opportunities  for  all  members  of  the 
community  to  broaden  their  interest  and  appreciation 
in  art,  dramatics,  music  and  other  fine  arts.

Each  month  an  exhibit  of  the  work  of  an  outstanding 
artist  is  mounted  in  the  Faculty  Lounge  by  the  Art 
Department. 

Lyceum  Series 

Four  lyceum  programs  are  scheduled  each  year.  They 
include  lectures,  dramatic  productions  and  musical 
programs. 

Dramatics 

The  campus  organization,  The  Masquers,  and  members 
of  the  Play  Production  class  assume  responsibility  for 
dramatic  presentations.  Major  productions  include  one 
full  length  play  and  a  program  of  one  act  plays. 
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Music 

Music  plays   an  important  role  in  the   cultural   life  of 

the  college.

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

Admission  to  Brevard  College  is  dependent  upon  ability,  character, 
preparation  and  purpose  of  the  applicant.  Character  and  purpose  are 
established  by  reference  forms  (mentioned  above)  and  sometimes  by  in- 
terviews. Regular  students  are  required  to  enroll  in  courses  leading  to 
graduation  and  to  plan  schedule  accordingly. 

Ability  is  established  through  the  following  procedure: 

I.  Regular  Students 

1.  By  transcript  showing  graduation  from  an  accredited  high  school  witr 
an  average  grade  of  C  in  college  preparatory  subjects  where  th( 
passing  grade  is  D,  or  an  average  grade  of  B,  where  the  passing  grade 
is  C,  and  satisfactory  scores  on  the  SAT  of  the  College  Entrana 
Examination  Board. 

2.  By  examination  administered  by  the  college  for  graduates  of  non 
accredited  high  schools. 

3.  By  General  Educational  Development  Test  for  veterans  or  in  othei 
special  cases. 

II.  Special  Students 

1.  Students  who  are  twenty-one  years  of  age  or  older  and  who  are  resi- 
dents of  the  immediate  area  may  be  admitted  by  examination  to  cer- 
tain courses  for  credit,  without  taking  a  full  load  of  work. 

2.  Students  with  special  needs  who  are  residents  of  the  immediate  area 
may  be  permitted  to  enroll  in  classes  with  credits  earned  being  re- 
corded but  not  transferred. 

3.  Students  may  be  admitted  without  college  credit  to  courses  in  ap- 
plied music  and  art  and  vocational  subjects  upon  recommendation  of 
the  dean  of  the  college. 
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III.  Admission  To  Advanced  Standing 

Credits  earned  at  accredited  colleges  will  be  evaluated  and  record- 
ed on  transfer  students'  records.  Credit  toward  graduation  from  Brevard 
College  will  be  allowed  for  work  done  in  courses  similar  to  those  offered 
at  Brevard  College  provided  the  grade  received  is  at  least  a  C  where 
the  passing  grade  is  D.  (See  also  Requirements  for  Graduation,  Section 
IV  on  Transfer  Students.) 


WHAT  TO  BRING 

Dormitory  rooms  are  furnished  with  single  beds,  dresser,  chairs, 
tables,  and  Venetian  blinds.  Each  student  should  provide  towels,  sheets, 
pillow,  pillow  cases,  blankets,  bedspreads*,  study  lamp,  drinking  glass 
and  similar  items  for  personal  use.  No  provision  is  made  for  the  display 
of  pictures  or  art  on  walls.  Suitable  folders  and  frames  not  requiring 
hanging  should  be  provided. 

COLLEGE  STORE 

Books,  stationery,  school  supplies,  personal  toiletries,  refreshments, 
gifts,  and  other  sundry  items  may  be  purchased  from  the  college-oper- 
ated store,  located  in  the  Campus  Center  Building.  No  provision  is  made 
for  charge  accounts  for  this  unit  of  the  college  auxiliary  enterprises.

WHEN  A  STUDENT  HAS  BEEN  GRANTED  FINANCIAL  AS- 
SISTANCE, THAT  SUM  IS  NOT  APPLICABLE  TO  THE  PAYMENT 
AT  REGISTRATION,  BUT  IS  CREDITED  AT  THE  TIME  OF  THE 
SECOND  PAYMENT.  Students  receiving  aid  through  work  will  receive 
credit  as  earned  at  the  rate  of  75c  per  hour  and  therefore  the  amount 
of  aid  granted  is  not  applicable  to  their  first  payment  at  registration.

"None  shall  be  turned  away  for  want  of  means,"  reads  a  legend 
at  the  entrance  of  the  campus.  All  financial  assistance  is  under  the  control  of  the 
Student  Aid  Committee. 

PRINCIPLES  OF  AWARDS 

The  Student  Aid  Committee  observes  the  following  principles: 

1.  Financial  aid  is  made  available  on  the  basis  of  ability,  character  and  need. 

2.  Applicants  must  present  acceptable  scores  on  the  College  Entrance  Examination 
Scholastic  Aptitude  Test,  and  a  satisfactory  high  school  scholastic  record. 

3.  Assistance  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  should  the  student  fail  to  maintain  a 
good  scholastic  record  or  to  show  satisfactory  cooperation  with  the  best  interest 
of  the  college  community  or  should  he  be  placed  under  college  discipline.  Since 
scholarship  holders  are  students  of  outstanding  citizenship,  they  may  be  asked 
to  perform  certain  courtesy  services  as  representatives  of  the  College,  acting 
upon  occasion  as  ushers,  guides,  college  hosts  or  hostesses. 

4.  Renewal  of  all  scholarships  is  subject  to  review  by  the  committee  and  is  de- 
pendent on  continued  need,  good  conduct,  satisfactory  grades  and  availability 
of  funds.

STUDENT  LOAD 

The  normal  student  load  is  18  or  19  semester  hours  of  work.  Only 
special  students  may  take  less  than  12  semester  hours  of  work.  Veterans 
must  take  a  minimum  of  14  semester  hours  (or  a  minimum  of  12  semester 
hours  plus  3  hours  of  work  on  a  non-credit  basis)  to  qualify  for  sub 
sistence  allotments. 

There  will  be  a  charge  of  nine  dollars  for  each  semester  hour  in 
excess  of  19  hours. 

First  semester  freshmen  are  limited  to  the  normal  load  unless  a 
combination  of  high  school  record  and  placement  test  scores  warrant 
permission  to  take  additional  work. 

A  student's  load  may  be  reduced  if  he  or  she  is  employed  more 
than  twelve  hours  a  week  either  in  the  campus  work  program  or  in  gain- 
ful employment  elsewhere.  A  student's  load  may  also  be  reduced  if  the 
student's  academic  record  indicates  such  a  reduction,  maintenance  of 
an  average  grade  of  C  being  the  usual  standard  for  a  normal  load. 

ACADEMIC  PROBATION 

Students  who  fail  to  pass  nine  semester  hours  with  nine  quality 
points  are  placed  on  academic  probation  at  the  end  of  the  grading 
period  in  which  this  status  is  indicated.  Unless  the  minimum  standard 
is  attained  by  the  end  of  the  succeeding  grading  period  the  student  may 
be  dropped  from  the  college.  This  regulation  may  be  waived  only  by  a 
vote  of  the  Committee  on  Academic  Standards  and  Curriculum  in  the 
light  of  extenuating  circumstances.

IV.  Transfer  Students 

In  order  to  receive  a  diploma  from  Brevard  College,  a  transfer  stu- 
dent must  be  in  attendance  for  one  year  and  must  complete  a  minimum 
of  twenty-five  semester  hours  with  an  average  grade  of  C  on  all  college 
courses  attempted,  and  must  meet  all  other  requirements  for  graduation. 


V.  Summer  School  Work 

Students  may  enroll  elsewhere  for  summer  study  and  transfer  credits 
to  Brevard  College  provided  the  scope  of  a  course  in  question  is  similar 
to  the  scope  of  a  course  at  Brevard  College,  the  total  credits  so  earned 
do  not  exceed  ten  hours  of  credit,  and  provided  arrangements  for  such 
study  are  approved  by  the  dean  of  the  college  prior  to  registration  for 
the  summer  study.  Normally  permission  will  not  be  granted  for  enroll- 
ment in  courses  available  to  the  student  in  a  regular  program  at  Bre- 
vard College.
